LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1951. 


As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity is  generally  as  good  as  can  possibly  be  expected. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  whooping 
cough  and  measles,  was  85,  whilst  the  latter  accounted  for  550 
notified.  The  notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  numbered 
51  for  this  year,  with  15  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The 
birthrate  remained  consistently  high  at  21.14  per  thousand  popu- 
lation, and  the  death  rate  also  low  at  12.95  per  thousand  popu- 
lation. As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in  this  report,  this 
compares  with  a birth  rate  of  16.69  and  death  rate  of  14.45  for  all 
urban  districts  in  the  country. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  Urban  Area  of  Caer- 
philly shows  a reduction  to  45  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
figures  for  the  Administrative  County  is  36.92  and  for  England 
and  Wales  29.60.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate,  i.e.  for  children 
under  four  weeks  22.94  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  County  and 
18.80  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

t v.  La^oratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County- 
Laboratories,  Cardiff,  the  Pathological  Department,  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  the  Blood  Transfusion  Laboratories  at  Newport 
Road,  Cardiff.  All  examination  of  throat  swabs,  faecal  and  urine 
specimens,  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  were  carried  out  at  the  City  and 
County  Laboratory.  In  addition,  18  water  samples  were  sub- 
mitted tor  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis,  15  ice  cream 
samples,  together  wah  samples  from  the  Nelson  Sewerage  Works 
e luent.  Ot  the  milk  samples,  26  were  submitted  for  general  exam- 
ination, and  26  samples  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in 
no  case  was  tubercle  bacilli  found  during  the  year.

The  Rivers  and  Streams  still  remain  polluted  owing  to  the 
activities  of  colliery  washeries. 

In  addition  to  polluted  streams  is  the  brook  at  Oxford  Street, 
Nantgarw.  This  has  been  very  heavily  polluted  by,  seemingly,  the 
Nantgarw  Coke  Ovens.  6 '

Unsatisfactory — The  sample  contains  excessive  amounts  of  ( 
sulphides  and  tar  acids.” 

Houses  are  within  30-ft.  of  this  stream  and  there  are  times 
when  living  becomes  very  difficult  under  these  circumstances,  as 
the  living  rooms  open  directly  on  the  street. 


SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Area  used  extensively 
by  the  public  and  school  children,  namely,  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Pool  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analysis  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory  except  for  one  instance,  which  is  referred 
to  later.  Any  minor  alterations  in  chlorination  have  been  carried 
out  at  both  Pools  on  the  suggestion  of  your  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Swimming  Pool  in  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park  became  covered  with  masses  of  larvae.  These 
were  proved  to  be  the  earlier  condition  of  the  midge  fly.  Advice 
from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  was  sought  and  on  carrying 
out  their  instructions,  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

ICE  CREAM. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  given  much  time  to  the  urgent 
question  of  ice  cream  production  so  that  healthy  products  may  be 
sold  to  the  public.  The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regula- 
tions, 1947,  were  partly  implemented  in  May,  1948,  but  with  the 
greatest  attention  to  cooling,  pasteurisation  and  general  production 
the  following  were  the  results  of  the  15  samples  submitted  for 
examination  : — •

so  that  a high  proportion  of  the  samples  submitted  were  really  not 
fit  products  to  be  sold  to  the  public.  A register  is  kept  of  pro- 
ducers and  retailers,  and  there  is  1 of  the  former  and  65  of  the 
latter  in  the  area,  one  of  which  is  a wholesale  manufacturer. 
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DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE. 


The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Council  Sewage  Works.

The  ten  houses  between  Pontygwindy  and  Pwllypant  were 
converted  from  cesspools  and  connected  to  the  sewer.

During  the  year  14  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  at 
a cost  of  £38.  The  work  was  carried  out  by  contract  and  was 
satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  Taffs  Well, 
and  Cwmheldeg  was  done  by  direct  labour  However,  the  Council 
are  prepared  to  undertake  the  cleansing  of  the  Taffs  Well  area  by 
direct  labour  as  from  April,  1952.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (SECTION  47). 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  implement  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act  as  it  affects  this  Local  Authority.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  no  institutional  provision  for  the  admission  of  those 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  but  who  are  not  sick,  and  by 
arrangement  in  the  old  days,  after  some  difficulty,  it  would  be 
possible  to  get  such  cases  into  Pontypridd  Hospital.  During  this 
year,  it  has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  obtain  institutional 
accommodation  for  such  persons. 

Difficulties  occurred  in  Abertridwr,  in  removing  a person, 
which  required  most  intensive  efforts  to  remove  on  grounds 
of  hygiene  and  ascetic  standards  and  was  admitted  to  St.  James’ 
Hospital,  Tredegar,  and  was  there  attended  to  in  such  a way  that 
after  discharge  it  appears  there  has  been  no  further  trouble.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

An  unfortunate  practice  has  arisen  of  the  milk  purveyors  and 
wholesalers  dumping  their  crates  and  empty  bottles  on  the  fore- 
courts of  premises  and  open  spaces.  The  practice  is  to  be  de- 
plored, and  the  offenders  having  been  warned,  have  found  covered 
premises  or  dairies. 


FOOD. 

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  see  that  all  food 
premises  had  a water  supply  and  this  has  now,  more  or  less,  be- 
come an  accomplished  fact. 

A further  cause  for  concern  was  the  free  entry  of  dogs  into 
food  premises.  The  Health,  Sewage  and  Cemeteries  Committee, 
authorised  the  issue  of  cards  warning  the  public  about  taking  dogs 
into  food  premises  where  such  foods  as  rice,  potatoes,  etc.,  were 
easily  contaminated. 

INSPECTION  OF  PUBLIC  HOUSES. 

Despite  efforts  made  in  the  previous  year,  still  4 public  houses 
are  without  hot  water,  and  sanitary  accommodation  is  deficient  in 
several  more.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  remedy  this. 

CATERING. 

Of  the  47  premises,  11  have  catering  licences  and  in  all  these 
places  inspections  were  made  of  the  cooking  arrangements,  food 
stores  and  washing  facilities.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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ANTHRAX. 

A case  of  Anthrax  was  notified  at  Rhiwddar  Farm,  Taffs  Well, 
on  the  16th  November,  1951,  and  confirmed  the  same  day.  The 
affected  animal,  a cow  of  three  years,  died  within  an  hour  of  the 
first  symptoms  being  noticed.  Fortunately,  this  animal,  being  dry 
at  the  time,  was  isolated  away  from  the  rest  of  the  herd. 

Every  precaution  was  taken  in  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the 
Anthrax  Order.  The  Police  , under  the  supervision  of  Supt.  A. 
Morris,  were  early  on  the  scene. 

A large  fire  was  prepared  in  an  adjoining  field,  consisting  of  a 
ton  of  coal  and  a half  ton  of  firewood.  A grid  was  prepared  over 
the  fire  and  the  carcase  disposed  of.  The  shed  the  animal  had 
occupied,  together  with  the  field  and  the  farmyard,  were  well 
treated  with  chloride  of  lime.  No  other  case  had  since  been  re- 
ported.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  the  year  it  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  although 
the  population  has  increased,  the  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis are  the  lowest  since  records  have  been  kept.  The  numbers 
are,  11  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  4 from  other  forms.  The 
corresponding  death  rates  are  .310  and  .056  per  thousand  of  popla- 
tion. 


The  visits  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  schools  and  fact- 
ories have  again  produced  excellent  results  in  either  clearing  a 
group  or  finding  cases  in  the  early  stages  when  treatment  can  be 
instituted  with  great  hopes  of  complete  success. 

In  addition,  the  School  Medical  Service  has  undertaken  the 
testing  of  school  populations  by  Mantoux  testing  whenever  cases 
have  occurred  amongst  such  populations  to  warrant  this.  The 
results  have  been  quite  satisfactory  and  I quote  a final  paragraph 
reporting  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation  made  into  the  Caer- 
philly Senior  Schools  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer : — 

“Conclusion — The  investigation  reveals  the  healthy  state  of 
pupils  and  staff.  The  Mantoux  tests  gave  an  unexpected 
result  in  that  the  highest  percentage  of  positive  reactors 
appeared  in  the  lowest  age  group.  This  percentage,  al- 
though rather  high,  was  not  beyond  the  limit  of  normal  ex- 
pectation.” 

I append  a table  of  tuberculosis  mortality  supplied  by  the 
Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board: —
